Cash-cut 
throws 
switch on 
festival 
of light 

THE future of a popular 
waterways festival that 
attracts more than 
12,000 people to a Brier- 
ley Hill canal has been 
thrown into doubt after 
this year’s event was 
scrapped. 

Bosses at Dudley Council 
admitted that they had can¬ 
celled the annual Festival of 
Water and Light, which has 
been held at The Water¬ 
front, for the past 12 years, 
as funding was increasingly 
difficult to find. 

Disappointed boating 
fans who stage a parade 
along the canal as part of 
the evening rallied together 
and seven boats staged 
their own mini celebration 
at the canal last Saturday. 

Council leader Les Jones 
said they were working to 
find a way forward for the 
music festival, which also 
features fireworks, dance 
groups and a fun fair. 

Harder 

“The agreement the 
council had with a private 
event management com¬ 
pany came to an end follow¬ 
ing last year’s festival,” he 
said. 

The event had been cost- 
neutral for many years 
through private sponsor¬ 
ship but this was becoming 
harder to secure. He said a 
private company had shown 
interest and is discussing 
with the council on taking 
over running of the event. 

Paddy Grice, who is dir¬ 
ector of the Black Country 
Boating Festival, said 
boaters had become con¬ 
cerned when he was unable 
to find out any information 
about this year’s event. 

He rallied other enthusi¬ 
asts, including members of 
Dudley Canal Trust and 
Birmingham Canal Naviga¬ 
tions Society, to stage a 
replacement event over the 
past weekend. 


Decision due on transformation of grounds with 14 houses 

MANOR HOMES 
PLAN BACKED 


LANNING officers have backed a 
scheme to transform the grounds 
of the 18th century Wordsley 
Manor. But more than 100 residents 
are objecting to the project at the Grade 
II listed building. 

A final decision on whether to grant planning 
permission will be taken by Dudley Council’s 
development control committee next week. 

Fourteen homes would be built on land around the 
house, off Meadowfields Close, under proposals. 

The scheme has faced stiff opposition from conservation 
body Natural England which said rare slow worms and bat 
roosting sites could be at risk from the plans.

Getting 
tough 
on fraud 

COUNCIL workers sus¬ 
pected of stealing or misus¬ 
ing resources or outside 
groups which falsely obtain 
contracts or grants are 
being targeted by a new 
fraud-busting scheme. 

Dudley Council has 
launched a hotline and 
website so people and 
workers can blow the 
whistle on staff or groups 
they believe are wrongly 
using the authority’s cash 
and equipment. Bosses from 
the council said it was com¬ 
mitted to ensuring money 
and resources were used for 
the intended purpose - to 
meet the needs of people in 
the borough. 

Both residents and 
council staff will be able to 
report any suspicion of 
fraud which will then be 
investigated by a specialist 
team. 


Call over loo closures 

THE closure of public toilets in Dudley should be reconsid¬ 
ered, a meeting has heard. Eight toilet blocks were closed 
across the borough earlier this year in an attempt to save 
£150,000. But a meeting of Central Dudley Area Commit¬ 
tee was told it was proving a problem for residents and 
there were also worries it was putting people off heading 
into the town centre. Councillor Kurshid Ahmed said: “It 
needs to be reconsidered.” 


Homes, which has been wor¬ 
king on the scheme for five 
years, has drawn up a new 
mitigation plan aimed at 
protecting wildlife. 

Residents’ concerns 
include increased traffic in 
Meadowfields Close and the 
houses not being in keeping 
with the manor, which has 
been home to Christopher 
Firmstone’s family for 160 
years. 

Mr Firmstone said parts 
of the house, dated back to 
1757, are in a “dilapidated” 
state and it requires around 
£400,000 of renovations. 

In a report to the commit¬ 
tee, planning officers recom¬ 
mend the application for 
approval subject to condi¬ 
tions being met. 

These include developer 
contributing more than 
£481,000 to help restore the 
manor and pay for other 
transport and infrastruc¬ 
ture improvements close by. 

The report said the devel¬ 
opment would deliver a 
number of benefits includ¬ 
ing the restoration and 
preservation of the listed 
building. 

The canal towpath would 
also be improved. 

“All bat species, including 
their resting places and all 
slow worms are protected 
under legislation,” the 
report said. 

Twelve letters of objection 
and a petition of 106 signa¬ 
tures have been handed to 
the committee ahead of the 
meeting due next Tuesday. 


Ian runs into top volunteer award 


AN ATHLETICS enthu¬ 
siast from Stourbridge 
has crossed the line first 
to win a volunteer of the 
year award. 

Ian Clarke, aged 57, has 
been involved with Stour¬ 
bridge Running Club since 
1991 and in recognition of 
his service was named as 
the top volunteer for the 
West Midlands by England 
Athletics. 

He will now go on to 
compete against athletics 
volunteers from around the 
country for the accolade of 
national volunteer of the 
year at a ceremony in Birm¬ 
ingham later this month. 

“I’m very proud and hon¬ 
oured,” Mr Clarke, of Forge 
Road, said. “It makes all the 
time you spend volunteer¬ 
ing worthwhile. 

“I’m not in it for the recog¬ 
nition but it’s very pleasing 
to know that other people in 
the region feel I’m worthy of 
the award.” 

Mentor 

Mr Clarke, a strong 
runner whose best 
marathon time was 2hr 40 
min, has given up his time 
to mentor club members 
and helped increase female 
membership from five to 65. 

He was nominated by his, 
wife Joan, and running club 
member Zoe Yeomans. 

The nomination read: 
“His willingness and enthu¬ 
siasm to support and 
encourage others and to 
undertake different tasks 
has been felt and appreci¬ 
ated by so many in the 
running community. 

“We feel this award would 
be deserved to recognise 
what he has achieved and 
his service to volunteering 
in the sport.”

Campaign 
starts for 
£5m glass 
museum 

A MAJOR fundraising drive is being 
launched to help get plans for a £5 
million glass museum in Wordsley off 
the ground. 

There were fears for the development at 
the former Stuart Crystal site after one of 
the Grade II listed buildings was gutted in 
an arson attack this year. 

But The British Glass Foundation, the 
charity behind the plans, said it is deter¬ 
mined to make “dreams become a reality”. 

And it hopes to raise hundreds of thou¬ 
sands of pounds in the coming months. 

The development will rely on grants but 
the charity wants to raise cash in case any 
applications are not successful. 

A website is being set up where people 
can make donations and events will be 
planned across the Black Country. 

The foundation has won the backing of 
national group The Glass Association since 
it launched in November 2010 to help steer 
the plans for a new museum. 

Meetings 

Members said they remained committed 
to working with Dudley Council and the 
site owners, Complex Developments, to 
bring the project to fruition. 

Chairman Graham Knowles said the 
museum would be “a world class facility to 
secure the future of Dudley’s glass collec¬ 
tions”. 

“There will be a major fund-raising drive 
in the future to enable our dreams to 
become a reality,” he said. 

Mr Knowles added: “There have been 
developments with Dudley Council where 
meetings are being held on a quarterly 
basis at the highest level. 

“We are liaising closely with the council 
and the developers and have had an input 
into the grant application .” 

Work to repair the damage caused in the 
May arson attack has yet to start due to 
delays over an insurance claim. 

Complex is planning to make a bid for 
European and Heritage Lottery funding 
early next year but have so far refused to 
reveal any figures. 

Director David Freer said: “The process 
is grinding slowly forward. 

Throwing 

‘My original timescale after the fire was 
weeks but it has taken longer than 
expected to pursue the claim with the 
insurers. I want to get the building secure 
before the winter sets in and snow and ice 
starts causing damage.” 

There were fears the building would have 
to be demolished, throwing the scheme into 
doubt, but engineers decided that the main 
structure could be saved. 

Since the blaze there have been a number 
of vandalism attacks, including a fire in one 
of the other six units on the site. 

Under the plans ,the six listed buildings 
on the Stuart Crystal site would be trans¬ 
formed into a glass museum with an under¬ 
ground link to the Red House Glass Cone. 
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Financial target of £500,000 is missed by hospital trust 


A HOSPITAL trust failed to meet its target of 
achieving a £500,000 cash surplus to re¬ 
invest in services as expenditure rose over 
the past year, new figures have revealed. 

Dudley Group of Hospitals NHS Foundation 
Trust spent £249.4 million over the past financial 
year up from £228.9 million in 2010/11. 

And the trust had originally expected a surplus 


of £500,000 in the coffers at the end of the financial 
year. Instead it achieved £275,000. This was down 
from £1.8 million the previous year. 

Director of finance Paul Assinder told the annual 
members meeting it had been a challenging year 
for the trust with austerity measures at national 
level and freezing conditions last winter taking 
their toll. 

He told the meeting, held at Dudley’s Russells 


Hospital, the trust had to act quickly to deal with 
higher patient figures over the winter months 
because of the severe weather. 

He said 65 additional beds had been committed 
by the trust and locums brought in to ensure 
patients were treated to a high standard and effi¬ 
ciently. 

“It has been a challenging year but we have 
achieved and in some cases exceeded all of the 


major targets that we were set for the year,” he 
said. 

“We had originally expected to achieve a surplus 
of £500,000 for the last financial year and the final 
figure is less. However we knew that it was going 
to be a smaller figure than last year.” 

Mr Assinder said despite the challenging condi¬ 
tions the trust had still been able to spend £9m on 
improvements and new equipment. 
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Last stage of restoration

Jewellery 
thief given 
20 months 

A WINDOW fitter stole 
about £5,000 worth of jew¬ 
ellery and other goods from 
homes in the Dudley area to 
pay his debts to loan sharks, 
a court heard. 

Daniel Russell, aged 31, 
was jailed at Wolverhamp¬ 
ton Crown Court for 20 
months after he admitted 
two counts of burglary. He 
also asked for a further four 
burglaries to be taken into 
consideration. 

Mr Howard Searle, prose¬ 
cuting, said on Monday 
Russell, of Linsey Place, 
Brierley Hill would knock 
on the doors of targeted 
properties to check if 
anyone was at home before 
removing window frames to 
get inside. He said the 
stolen items included 
wedding rings. 

“If there was no answer 
he would go to the back or 
side windows and forced 
them open by removing the 
beading and taking out the 
frames completely. He had 
been working as a window 
fitter prior to these 
offences,” Mr Searle added.

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£10k of iPads go to 
NHS board members 


THOUSANDS of pounds have been spent 
on iPads for NHS workers in Dudley, it has 
been revealed. The high-end devices made by 
Apple can cost up to £659 each. 

Eighteen of the tablet computers have been 
bought by health organisations in Dudley 
and Walsall this year. 

The cost of an individual iPad is between 
£399 and £659, depending on the model. 

Dudley Clinical Commissioning Group 
(CCG) confirmed this week it had spent 
around £10,000 on new technology including 
iPads, for each of it’s 15 board members, 
while Walsall Primary Care Trust has pur¬ 
chased three for its IT services. 

Dr David Hegarty, chairman of the CCG, 
defended the purchases saying the iPads had 
“cost less” to buy than laptops. 

He said the tablets would enable members 
to access NHS email accounts and read 
lengthy documents without having to print 
them. 

Money for the devices came from a budget 
allocated by Dudley PCT for setting up the 
board of the new GP group and had not been 
diverted from patient care services, he said. 

One worker at Dudley PCT, who did not 
wish to be named, hit out at the spending on 
iPads, saying: “I am completely disgusted by 
this when people are working so hard trying 
to keep on top of workloads as people are 
made redundant with no extra pay.” 

Register office in town 
is set to close down 

STOURBRIDGE Register Office will shut in 
the next few weeks to make way for the £50 
million redevelopment of the Crown Centre 
which includes a new Tesco supermarket. 

Bosses say they are looking at providing 
some services elsewhere in Stourbridge such 
as registering births to save people having to 
make a trip to Dudley. 

Councillor Tim Wright, cabinet member for 
human resources, law and governance, said: 
“The register office building in Stourbridge is 
likely to close in the next month or so to make 
way for the much needed multi-million pound 
redevelopment of the Crown Centre. We are 
continuing to look into the viability of offering 
a registration service for births, deaths and 
marriages in the town but we have not yet 
finalised any arrangements on this.”

Residential roads 
ban plan for lorries 


PLANS to ban large lorries using 
residential roads in Wordsley and 
Kingswinford have been unveiled. 

A series of orders stopping lorries 
over 7.5 tons using some roads has 
been launched by Dudley Council fol¬ 
lowing residents’ complaints. 

Around 17 roads form part of the 
traffic order plan, which has been sent 
out to public consultation. 

There are also plans to stop workers 
from nearby energy firm E.ON block¬ 
ing residential roads during the day. 

Ward councillor and cabinet 
member for transportation, Council¬ 
lor Patrick Harley, said lorries were 
using roads like Cot Lane as a “rat 
run”. 

He said: “The roads were just not 
built for that kind of traffic and these 


lorries should be staying on the main 
roads. I’ve been in residents’ houses 
talking about the issue and three 
lorries have gone past trundling in 
just a few minutes.” 

He claimed some of the lorries come 
from a nearby quarry as well as others 
being used by haulage firms. 

Responses 

“There have been a number of 
people already getting in touch about 
the plan and the responses are gener¬ 
ally positive but we want more resi¬ 
dents to get in touch either by email, 
telephone or letter,” said Councillor 
Harley. 

“We hope we have created a bal¬ 
anced plan which is out to consulta¬ 
tion and we hope that it will met the 


needs of residents.” Residents have 
also raised concerns with the number 
of workers from E.ON parking up all 
day in roads. Six roads including 
Larch Road, Water Street and Ash 
Crescent in Kingswinford could have 
restricted waiting times introduced. 

Double yellow lines banning 
parking could also be introduced on 
nine roads to ease congestion includ¬ 
ing Barnett Lane and The Village 
outside St Mary’s Church, in 
Kingswinford. 

A full list of the roads affected is on 
the traffic consultations database at 
www.dudley.gov.uk or at Dudley 
Council offices, in Mary Stevens Park, 
off Heath Lane, Stourbridge. A deci¬ 
sion will be made in the next few 
weeks.

PLEAS for crossings to be set up on 
a stretch of road near a “deathtrap” 
island in the Black Country have 
been rejected by council chiefs, it 
has been revealed. 

There were demands for pedestrian 
crossings to be installed in Cinder Bank, 
Dudley after a spate of accidents. Locals 
complain that drivers speed along the 
route after leaving the adjoining Dudley 
Southern Bypass, which was earlier this 
week named as one of the worst accident 
blackspots in the Black Country. 

But Dudley Council has said the work 
cannot be carried out as there is already 
“too much street furniture” there. 

A report by Dudley Council’s high¬ 
ways team lays out reasons why cross¬ 
ings will not be considered near Swan 
Street and Simms Lane. 

It says: “There is a large concentration 
of street furniture that would interfere 
with the visibility of both drivers and 
pedestrians. There are also side roads 
and vehicle accesses near which pedes¬ 
trian crossings could not be sited. 

“Accordingly, pedestrian crossing 
facilities for the section of Cinder Bank 
could not be considered further while 
the present circumstances remain.” 

Bypass 

Local resident Ian Flower, aged 46, 
said: “There are so many speeding cars 
around here, it is frightening and there 
seem to be accidents almost every week. 

“The problems stem from drivers 
building up their speed on the bypass 
and at the roundabout then treating 
Cinder Bank like a racing track.” 

New data from the West Midlands 
Casualty Reduction Scheme revealed 
that in Dudley there were 508 crashes 
with four fatalities between June last 
year and this May. The Dudley South¬ 
ern Bypass, also known as Duncan 
Edwards Way, ranked as the borough’s 
worst blackspot, with 17 incidents. The 
figures also show that 18 people have 
died in crashes on routes throughout the 
Black Country between June last year. 

Opposition leader Councillor David 
Spark said the roundabout at Cinder 
Bank was a “deathtrap” and called for 
traffic lights to be installed as a matter 
of urgency.

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History made as famous glass vase is reborn 


A Black Country glass- 
maker has made history 
by creating a perfect 
replica of one of the most 
important pieces of 
glassware ever created. 

Expert Richard Golding 
has successfully created a 
blank of the historic Port¬ 
land Vase at Stourbridge’s 
Ruskin Glass Centre with 
the help of a specialist team. 

They had to wait a 
nervous 12 hours for the 
pieces to cool in an oven 
before they knew if their 
work had been worth it. 

The blank was created in 
front of an audience of glass 
enthusiasts and the fin¬ 
ished article will celebrate 
400 years of glassmaking in 
the town. 

Festival 

The replica will now be 
painstakingly carved by 
cameo glass engraver Terri 
Colledge at the glass centre 
over the next 12 months. 

It will be finished in time 
to be shown at the Interna¬ 
tional Festival of Glass 
scheduled to be held in the 
town next August. 

The original Portland 
Vase dates back to around 
25AD and according to the 
British Museum in London 
is the most famous cameo- 
glass vessel from antiquity.

Law gives Foodbank a boost

BLACK Country law firm George 
Green has presented local charity, 
Black Country Foodbank, with a much 
needed cheque for £1,100. 

The Black Country Foodbank, which 
has distribution centres in Brierley 
Hill and Stourbridge, has received a lot 
of media coverage in recent weeks due 
to a 45 per cent increase in demand for 
its services compared with the same 
time last year. 

The organisation, which was started 
in 2006, currently has eight distribu¬ 
tion centres across the region, but 


wants to open another two by the end 
of the year. 

The aim of the Foodbank is to give 
three days of nutrionally-balanced 
food to people experiencing emotional 
or financial crisis. 

Its running costs are £2,000 a 
month. 

The Foodbank was chosen as the 
George Green charity in July 2010. 

The partners and staff have been 
fundraising ever since through a 
variety of means including dress down 
days, sponsored walks and cake sales. 


MORE than 200 gipsy and 
traveller children are now regis¬ 
tered at schools in the Dudley 
borough as families opt to settle 
in the area, according to a new 
report. 

The document has been drawn up 
by Dudley Council’s children’s serv¬ 
ices from information from the Gipsy, 
Roma and Travellers Service. There 
are 311 youngsters registered as 
living in the region with 113 attend¬ 
ing 25 primary and three special 
schools in the area. A further 55 
attend 16 secondary and one short- 
stay school and 45 are in pre-schools 
across the borough. 

Of the remaining children regis¬ 
tered 30 are home educated while six 
are not presently included on a school 
roll. Officers are working with these 
families, according to the report. 

Attendance 

Others, a total of 62, are aged 16 to 
19 years and are above school age. 

The report says while gipsy, Roma 
and traveller attendance at schools in 
Dudley have improved over recent 
years, reflecting the national picture, 
it remains an ongoing issue. 

And officers say while there are 311 
children on the register the actual 
numbers living in the borough with 
their families is likely to be far higher. 

The report says schools are striving 
to improve attendance for youngsters 
of Gipsy, Roma or Traveller families 
by working with the service. 

In Dudley, many families rarely 
travel and if they do it is for shorter 
periods linked to cultural or family 
events or for work opportunities. 

Jane Porter, of children’s services 
said: “There are still many challenges 
and we are working to support this 
section of the community.” 


Beauty spot turbine 
project thrown out 


Special event to

CONTROVERSIAL plans 
to install wind turbines at 
Whittington, near Kinver 
Edge, have been thrown out 
at appeal. 

Severn Trent Water had 
applied to install the 433ft 
high structures but a gov¬ 
ernment planning inspector 
has upheld South Stafford¬ 
shire Council’s decision to 
reject the project, saying the 
turbines would be detri¬ 
mental to the views. 

Campaigners welcomed 
the news as the company 
admitted defeat and con¬ 
firmed it would not be pur¬ 


suing any more action at the 
Gibbet Lane site. 

Brian Hartland, aged 64, 
who runs The Butchery in 
Kinver High Street, said: 
“This could have really 
ruined Kinver Edge.” 

Councillor Brian Cox, 
chairman of the council’s 
regulatory committee, 
added: “The sheer size of 
developments like this 
could do irreversible 
damage to an area that 
boasts some of the most 
beautiful countryside and 
popular walking routes we 
have.” 


A SPECIAL event to raise 
the public’s awareness 
about sight loss is due to be 
held at the Thomas Pock- 
lington Trust’s Stourbridge 
Resource Centre. 

The World Sight Day 
event is, due to be held on 
October 14. 

It has been organised in 
conjunction with Dudley 
Council and Dudley and 
Stourbridge Lions, will 
include demonstrations on 
guiding techniques, living 
aids and how eye conditions 
affect people’s lives in differ¬ 


ent ways. People are invited 
to turn up to the centre at 
the Mary Stevens Hospice 
complex in Hagley Road, 
Stourbridge, between 11am 
and 2pm. 

The centre’s development 
manager Ann Evett spoke 
about the event and said: 
“I’m delighted the centre is 
working in partnership 
with the Dudley and Stour¬ 
bridge Lions in such a posi¬ 
tive manner to raise 
awareness of the avoidable 
effects that sight loss has on 
so many people worldwide.”

Fears as numbers of region’s 
care home beds are reduced 


CONCERNS have been raised 
over the falling number of care 
home beds in Dudley — as the 
council plans to close the remain¬ 
ing homes it runs. 

Hilary Walker, director of quality at 
NHS Dudley, said the borough had lost 
50 beds recently months. She said she 
had met council bosses to raise con¬ 
cerns over whether the area’s facilities 
will be able to cope in the future. 

Westfield Lodge, Stourbridge, 
Grange Park, Himley Road, Dudley 
and Alexandra House, Pensnett High 
Street, have shut in the past 18 
months. And the last remaining 
council-run homes are set to close 


down within the next three years. 

Mrs Walker said: “I have had a 
number of meetings with Dudley 
Council to raise my concerns about the 
reduction in care beds in the area. 

“The authority is responsible for the 
overall strategy with care homes and 
obviously is pursuing plans to close 
council-run homes down.” She added 
that NHS Dudley commissioning 
manager Jenny Cale was “considering 
options to ensure both intermediate 
and continuing healthcare”. 

The council is looking to close New 
Bradley Hall in Kingswinford, New 
Bridge House, Coseley and New Swin- 
ford Hall, Stourbridge. It has said the 
plans are part of efforts to keep elderly 


people independent for longer. Mean¬ 
while the authority continues with 
plans for five extra care housing 
schemes which will provide 600 flats. 
Work has started on two of the schem¬ 
es, at Russells Hall and Coseley. The 
£16million Russells Hall scheme will 
have 132 apartments for the over-55s, 
while the Coseley scheme is an £8m 
project made up of 72 apartments. 

Councillor Lesley Faulkner, cabinet 
member for adult and community 
services said: “I am confident we are 
directing our finite resources at the 
areas of service that will make the 
greatest impact on helping people to 
live in homes of their choice in safe and 
active communities.”

Fond memories at 
old school reunion 

FORMER pupils of a Kinver 
school got the chance to exchange 
memories about life in the class¬ 
room at a reunion organised for 
them. 

More than 50 people who went to 
Kinver Secondary Modern School, 
which is now called Edgecliff High 
School, attended a get-together at the 
Enville Road school. 

Among them was Muriel Crump, 
aged 74, from Bobbington, who was 
one of the school’s first pupils when it 
opened in 1951.

Another pupil who started at the 
school in 1951, grandfather-of-two 
Howard Jones, 75, of Jenks Road in 
Wombourne, said: “It was a good 
school. 

“We had a good canteen that served 
decent food — fish and chips sometimes 
and other times we got a proper cooked 
dinner with vegetables. 

“The teachers were quite strict. If 
you did anything wrong you knew 
about it. But they were okay with me, 

I was not naughty.” 

The reunion was aimed at people 
who attended the school in 1951 but it 
was also attended by Theo Gaskin, a 
former deputy head in the 1980s. 

“It’s really nice to be back here and 
to see some familiar faces,” said the 
87-year-old father-of-two from Hyde 
Street in Kinver. 

David Thomas, of Wordsley, organ¬ 
ised the reunion. He said: “I am so 
pleased. Everyone has really enjoyed 
it. 

“Most of the people here have not 
seen one another for 50 years, so it has 
been very emotional.”

Police give their time for free to help out with the community 


Volunteer officers who 
provide a special role

BY DAY they have jobs in schools, hospitals and 
offices like thousands of others across the Mid¬ 
lands. But instead of relaxing in their spare time, 
these volunteers work as police officers. 

Their role has become even greater in recent weeks 
as police resources were stretched during the riots 
across the area. Members of the Special Constabulary 
all give their services for free. 

Most of them have full-time jobs, and have often already 
completed an eight-hour day before they turn their attentions 
to fighting crime. 

West Midlands Police has 769 Specials, with 70 covering the 
Dudley borough from their base at Brierley Hill police station. 
And the Dudley team, led by James Horton, played a vital role 
in supporting the force during the recent riots, with 50 officers 
clocking up 722 hours in just seven days. 

Mr Horton, aged 33, has worked his way up through the 
ranks for 12 years to become head of Dudley Special Constab¬ 
ulary. During the week of riots he was working 12-hour shifts 
to fill in for “regular” officers that were busy dealing with dis¬ 
order in Birmingham, Wolverhampton and West Bromwich. 

Amazed 

He said it was “all hands on deck” with volunteers working 
around the clock to make sure enough officers were on duty in 
Dudley. 

Mr Horton says: “I never cease to be amazed by the dedica¬ 
tion and commitment of our special constables, who turn out 
for duty throughout the week, often after a hard day’s work. 

“I’m extremely proud to lead a dedicated team of profes¬ 
sional volunteers who consistently produce such excellent 
results.” 

There were 28 specials drafted in on the evening of August 
8 when riots broke out in Birmingham and four specials 
worked through the night in Brierley Hill and Stourbridge. 

Section officer Stuart Pearson, who has been a volunteer 
with the force for 12 years, worked from 4pm to 2am. 

Occupations among specials include a supermarket store 
manager, a senior nurse at Dudley’s Russells Hall Hospital, a 
senior manager for NPower and a landscape gardener. 

They are all required to work a minimum of four hours a 
week, but most do many more than that. 

Mr Horton admits that the demand on the volunteers is 
likely to increase as the force sheds 2,000 jobs. He says people 
often ask why his officers are so willing to work for nothing 
when others get paid for the same job. 


“My response is always the same, we want to help the 
community. 

“It is not always a case of someone having ambitions of 
a career in the police, many would not want to give up 
their other jobs and work here full-time.” 

Superintendent Stuart Johnson, head of policing for 
Dudley, says: “The Special Constabulary is an integral 
part of the police team at Dudley and I recognise that we 


have an outstanding group of officers. It is to their 
immense credit that operationally I do not distinguish 
them from their regular colleagues and they play a full 
and active part in the delivery of local policing across the 
borough. 

“Without doubt, our communities benefit from having 
such exceptional volunteer police officers working in 
their neighbourhoods.”

WHEN Rebecca Pountney announced to her friends and 
family she was going to become a volunteer police officer, 
they were understandably worried. 

The 27-year-old works as a 
train delay attributor, investi¬ 
gating the reasons for train I 
delays on Network Rail. 

And she was inspired to join 
the Special Constabulary by a 
desire to help the community, 
she says. 

Miss Pountney, who lives I 
with her partner in Halesowen, I 
has volunteered for the police I 
for six years and works four to I 
eight hours a week in the I 
evenings. 

She says: “My friends were I 
all quite worried at first but I 
then they realised that the job 1 
I would be doing would be 
helping other people. 

“It’s a chance to see differ¬ 
ent walks of life and you never what is going to happen each 
time you come on shift.” 

Miss Pountney has worked her way up to section officer 
and acts as a supervisor.

ANDREW FISHER works with children every day in his job as 
an inclusion manager at Ellowes Hall Sports College in Lower 
Gornal. So he says volunteer¬ 
ing for the police - in particular 
tackling anti-social behav¬ 
iour - seemed a natural pro¬ 
gression. 

His job at the school sees 
him work with students on 
behavioural issues and to 
improve their social skills. 

He applied to become a 
special after seeing an advert 
on the internet and said it had 
always been his ambition to 
join the police. 

And he admits he would 
consider taking up a paid role 
in the police if the opportunity 
arose. 

Mr Fisher, aged 25, of 
Netherton, who has a psy¬ 
chology degree, believes his experience from dealing with 
youngsters helps when they encounter gangs of youths on 
patrol in the evenings. 

During the school summer holiday he has been working 
12-hour shifts for the police.

in Merry Hill scheme 


MULTI-MILLION pound expan¬ 
sion plans have been unveiled for 
Dudley’s Merry Hill Shopping 
Centre — and could see the intro¬ 
duction of charges for parking in 
as little as two years. 

Bosses have revealed they had 
started working towards drawing up 
plans to include new shops, leisure 
facilities and houses. Centre manager 
Lucas Ross said parking charges were 
a formal requirement of expansion. 

“The expansion might not be imme¬ 
diate but it’s something we are cur¬ 
rently working towards,” he said. 

“It’s a very complicated process - we 
will need to get plans drawn up, have 
planning permission approved and get 
businesses interested in moving in 
before we could go ahead. A require¬ 
ment of the expansion is that we need 
to start charging for car parking.” 

Building 

Centre owners Westfield began 
working on plans as soon as Dudley 
Council approved the Brierley Hill 
Area Action Plan in August, he said. 

But he could not confirm whether 
previous plans for charges — which 
would have seen shoppers paying 50p 
for an hour, rising to £3.50 for five 
hours with £1.50 increments for each 
additional hour - would be revisited. 

The Action Plan states the new 
areas would be built on under-used 
land surrounding the centre and 
hopes to create better connections 
with the High Street. 

According to the plan, around 
895,557ft sq of new retail space - 
including a new “anchor” store — would 
be created by expanding the centre 
towards the canal, along with almost 
70,000sq ft of office space and 1,350 
new homes.

The plans have been ear¬ 
marked for approval and 
will go before Dudley plan¬ 
ners on October 11. 

Planning chief Councillor 
Angus Adams said the dis¬ 
covery meant large-scale 
ground remediation work 
would have to be done before 
construction could begin. 

“It would be a danger to 
health if the building was 
done on top of the ground as 
it is,” he said. “It could be 
that contaminants from the 
old factories which used to 
be on the site have seeped 
into the soil. We just need to 
make sure everything is 
safe and sound before we get 
on with it.” 

He confirmed that there 
were no implications for the 
Black Country Living 
Museum, which is next door. 

Reveal 

Work to demolish the old 
Royal Brierley Crystal 
building began earlier this 
month, and full investiga¬ 
tions into the ground con¬ 
tamination will be carried 
out when the site has been 
fully cleared. 

As well as housing 
Dudley’s archives, part of 
the premises would be 
rented out to Sandwell 
Council for storage facili¬ 
ties. The archives are cur¬ 
rently based at the former 
Mount Pleasant school in 
Coseley which would be 
redeveloped for housing 
under the plans. 

A report submitted to the 
planning committee states: 
“The Dudley archives are 
currently held in a former 
school building in Coseley. 
As such, it does not have the 
specialist equipment used 
to control the humidity and 
temperature needed for the 
storage of old documents.”

Council set to sell off buildings 


INDEPENDENT valuations are being 
carried out on a number of council 
buildings in Dudley which are set to be 
put up for sale. 

More than a third of local authority 
buildings deemed “unfit for purpose” 
are set to be put on the market. 

The move is to happen over the next 
three years under plans unveiled by 
council bosses earlier this year. It is 
due to save an estimated £500,000 a 
year in running costs. But the change 
will mean a new way of working for 
staff. Some workers will have to share 


desks in the remaining buildings. The 
authority will not reveal which of the 
council’s 24 offices and 11 customer 
reception buildings have been ear¬ 
marked for sale and said they do not 
yet know when the first building will 
go on the market. 

But the council house in Ednam 
Road, along with the buildings in St 
James Road and Parsons Street, will 
not be among them. 

Councillor Tim Wright, deputy 
leader of the council, said: “The 
council is working with the Limited 


Liability Partnership (LLP) on estab¬ 
lishing independent valuations of the 
sites. 

“Work has yet to be done to establish 
their possible uses and no decision has 
been made in relation to when they 
might go to market.” 

The LLP is regeneration developer 
Dudley Public Sector Partnership 
which is 50 per cent owned by the 
council. Around a fifth of the council’s 
£2.3 million property running costs is 
spent on maintaining buildings due to 
be sold off.

Experience summer in the Citigo from Skoda 


SKODA’S new model will make its debut in its domestic 
market, the Czech Republic, before the end of this year, 
with the UK and other European countries following at the 
beginning of summer 2012. The Citigo will be launched in 
three-door and five-door versions. 

“The Citigo is one of the pillars of our growth strategy. It paves 
the way for tremendous opportunities in a new segment,” said 
Skoda Board chairman, Winfried Vahland. 

“The Citigo is literally a ‘simply clever’ car. Despite its small size, it 
offers ample interior space; it is agile while frugal. Put simply: v it’s an 
attractive choice offering many clever ideas. The car offers all of Skoda’s 
values in a compact package and fits perfectly with our aims.” 

With the Citigo, Skoda is entering a new sector. “The demand for small 
cars with low fuel consumption, at a favourable price and with reasonable 
operating costs, is growing,” continues Mr Vahland. 

“Skoda’s new small vehicle is a reaction to this trend. We are entering 
new ground and the Citigo will attract prospects mainly in our European 
markets.” 

Thg designers have given the car a distinct look that defines this as a 
new Skoda. The finned grille set in a chrome-plated frame and precisely 
shaped headlamps give the car a typical Skoda look. The Citigo will 
measure just 3.56 metres long, 1.65 metres wide and 1.48 metres high. 

The Skoda Citigo is an ideal car in and out of the city. It offers generous 
interior space. The car’s long wheel base — 2.42 metres — provides enough 
comfort for four passengers even on long trips. The boot volume is a size¬ 
able 251 litres, which can be extended to 951 litres by folding down the rear 
seats. 

The interior design includes numerous storage compartments, cup 
holders and multimedia systems, as well as storage pockets on the sides of 
the front seats. In addition, a special bag hook integrated in to the glovebox 
handle, and a photograph holder on the central console, are two clever 
interior elements. 

The vehicle has a number of solutions to help improve overall comfort. 

In the three-door version, the ‘Easy Entry’ system allows easy access to 
the rear seats. The front passenger’s seat can be moved and folded forward 
to ensure easy access to the rear seats. 



For the first time in a Skoda vehicle, a portable navigation system is 
available. The device is fitted to the dashboard and can be removed easily 
and used on the go. 

Being an integral part of the vehicle’s onboard electronics, the system 
provides not just navigation, but also hands-free calling with built-in Blue¬ 
tooth and onboard infotainment. Using a five-inch touch screen, the driver 
can view important information about the car (onboard computer, optical 
signals from the parking sensors). 

The Citigo places great emphasis on safety. For the first time in a Skoda 
vehicle, the designers have used a head-thorax side airbag to protect 
heads of both the driver and the front seat passenger. 

Along with a number of other items, this system is part of 
package usually found on much larger cars. In addition, 
enhanced by the ‘city safe drive’, a new brake assistance sys 
a laser sensor that is activated automatically at speeds b 
when there is danger of a collision.

Forwards 
told: Don’t 
sulk but 
get tough

Mitchell hopes veteran prop Adam 
Sturdy, who has battled a long-term knee 
injury, will be available for selection.
